INCIDENTS OF ITS HISTORY 


The First Bridge Was Swept Away 
By a Spring Freshet in 
the Sixties 


Forty ¢oousand dollars appropriated fur 
a new dredge over the Wabash at Maln 
Bireet dicey not seem to be a very large 
amount, when the county commisstoners in 
¿nüd $75,000 for the old 
Moodeh structure now standing. 

To many citizens of Terre Haute tho 
passing of the old bridge in the dawn of the 
tweplleth century will bring back many 
happy boyhood days, when ofttimes they've 
playal on It, or helped the keeper to pull 
up the draw when the tooung of the steam- 
boat whisce was almost a dally ocourance. 

Many of them haye dived from the pił- 
lars into the dark waters below, each one 
secinge how long he could stay under water. 
In fact the old bridge É every person In the 
ciy who spent thele boyhood dayy on the 
banks of tha Wabash, ‘has some special 
wisiory. Major Gebree H. Purdy, who 
knows well the history of his. city, gave 
sume interesiing pofnta on the old bridge. 

In the days before whe present bridge was 
bulit, the former bridge was across the 
river ai Ohia street. The first bridge was 
swept away In a freshet sometime during 
thc war. Many of View county's represen- 
tatives in the war of the rebellion, went 
Beuth when the oh}; bridge was standing, 
and returned to Arid a new one, she one 
which stands at the present day, 

The tirst bridge stood for many years, 
With repairs and supporis added to tt from 
time lo time, as the spring freshets would 
wenken the slructufe, wit one time the 
bridge was the causy of lots of excitement.

The firzl regular rates fur toll over the 
present bridge were made by President W. 
K. Edwards of the company owning the 
bridge, and were as follows: Four-horse 
wagon, 50 cents; person and horse, 15 cents: 
cattle and horses, each 5 cents; gnd other 
(élls in proportion, These rates run along 
for years un:il the demand for a free 
bridge besame so strong on the part of the 
people of the city and the surrounding 
coumry, that the county commissioners of 
Vigo county offered the owners of the 
bridge the sum of $75,000 for the bridge. 
This offor wag Uccepted aml the bridge 
passed into the hands of the county and 
was made a free passage-way. Soon after 
the purchase of the bridge by the county a 
new draw was put in in the place of the 
old one, which some time before had caused 
trouble, and had to be kept in almost con- 
stant repair. 

Up to Inet Tuesday but one serious acel- 
dent ever happened on the bridge. It was 
in the last days of the ’60's, when a darge 
herd of cattle were being driven across 
the bridge into the city. The greater part 
of the cattle were on tho draw. In a jam 
the cattle stopped, There was a wagon 
crossing the bridge at the eame time. The 
weight was too much for the draw and it 
fave away, A large number of the cattle 
fell Into the river. Of the number about 
a dozen wera killed and at least twenty of 
them were Injured. Two girls, daughters 


of the late Henry 8. Miller, were drowned, 


as were two miners and 2 boy. This was 
the most serious fatallty that ever befell 
the bridge. 

Many of thie 'tthitidrss of the old bridge 
which stood across: at. Ohio street, sank in 
the river near where they fell} For some 
years they lald there- and gerenesyen used. 
No cne seemed to claim thém, and a large 
number of the carpenters of those days se- 
cured them and used them in bullding. 
‘During the reign of Wash Johnson as 
tcll-keeper df the present bridge occurred 
tho incident of blocking the fold.
